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Uproar as campaigner hits out at chains design 

LEADERS IN CALL 
TO BACK THE FLAG

SUPPORT our flag - that was the 
message this week from MPs, 
council and community leaders 
who hit back at claims the Black 
Country flag is offensive. 

Anti-racism campaigner Patrick Ver¬ 
non, OBE, insisted the area was ‘still in 
denial’ over its links to the slave trade. 

Following Tuesday’s 
t Black Country Day - and 

the festival which has 
seen thousands celebrat- 
fv* ing the region’s history 
and culture - he pointed 
out that the chains on the 
official flag, designed by 
I a Stourbridge schoolgirl, 
I Gracie Sheppard, were a 
I ‘disturbing’ image. 

Leading the backlash, 
Valerie Vaz, MP for Wal- 
sail South, said: “The 

Unity-Valerie Vaz flag is a symbol of unity. 

Gracie produced a clever 
design that inspires our multi-cultural present and 
future.” 

But Mr Vernon added: “If we were in America the 
chains logo would be seen as the equivalent to the 
Confederate Flag.” 

One council leader has now invited Wolverhamp¬ 
ton-born Mr Vernon to visit the Black Country and 
see it for himself. Sandwell Council’s Darren Cooper 
said: “It is simply wrong to say the flag is offensive. 
I’m inviting Mr Vernon to visit and see the diversity 
of our culture.”

Mayor of Wolverhampton Ian Brookfield, said: 
“The flag has been flying for several years in an 
area populated by one million people. And not once 
in that time has anyone made a comment like this.” 

Tom Watson, West Bromwich East MP said: “I 
love the flag. Patrick is the only person who has ever 
raised this concern and he must have an over active 
imagination.” 

The flag was designed in 2012 the Stourbridge 
youngster. Her design was inspired by Elihu Bur- 
ritt, the American consul to Birmingham who de¬ 
scribed the region as ‘black by day and red by night’. 
The white cone in the middle symbolises the Red 
House Glass Cone and the chains commemorate 
local industry. 

Organisers of Black Country Day celebrations 
said on their Facebook page: “A 12-year-old girl 
designed a flag that has united a community. The 
Black Country is a proud multicultural society.” 
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THREE NHS trusts have launched an alli¬ 
ance in a bid to work closer together to benefit 
patients in the Black Country. 

The Black Country Alliance was formed on 
Tuesday, to join in with the celebrations for 
Black Country Day. 

It is a partnership agreement between 
Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, The Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation Trust and Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Hospital chiefs said the model is the ‘first 
of its kind’ and will help develop services and 
ensure patients in the Black Country get the 
best care. It comes as bosses say they are 
being encouraged by NHS England to look at 
new models of care. One of the aims of the al¬ 


liance is to keep and further develop specialist 
services for the Black Country. 

It will look at new ways of providing care 
to patients across the Black Country, keeping 
care closer to home and ensuring specialist 
skills are kept in the Black Country. 

Richard Kirby, chief executive of Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust, said: “NHS England 
is encouraging provider trusts to investigate 
new models of care and the Black Country Al¬ 
liance is the first of its kind. 

“Working closely with the two other trusts 
we have been looking at how we can develop 
a partnership based on our shared values and 
approach to help us to develop services in the 
future for the people that we serve. This alli¬ 


ance offers opportunities to our staff through 
collaborative working, we will encourage in¬ 
novative ways to provide the best possible 
care, developing centres of excellence in the 
Black Country. 

“This is an exciting time for all three trusts 
as we aim to be able to keep and return spe¬ 
cialist services to the Black Country for our 
patients, who may otherwise have to go to 
a larger trust further afield to receive treat¬ 
ment.” 

The Black Country Alliance is governed 
though a joint board to oversee a small num¬ 
ber of priority areas where all three trusts 
think there is value in redesigning or devel¬ 
oping that service.

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Father hailed hero after drowning

A FATHER from Walsall has been hailed 
a hero after drowning while trying to 
save his young daughter who got into 
difficulty in a river while on a family trip 
in Cumbria. 

Dean Price, aged 32, was dragged un¬ 
derwater by currents while attempting 
to rescue seven-year-old daughter Deli¬ 
lah from the River Esk in Longtown. 

While his daughter survived thanks 
to an off-duty firefighter, Mr Price dis¬ 
appeared, only to be be tragically found 
in the early hours of the next day follow¬ 
ing an eight-hour search by emergency 
services. Kelly Price, wife of 11 years to 


Mr Price, who lived in Willenhall Lane 
near Bloxwich, said: “He was the best 
dad in the world. He was a hero and he 
saved his child. He always put me and 
the children first. He was a number one 
husband.” 

Mrs Price, who is staying with rela¬ 
tives, in Great Wyrley, Staffordshire, 
said Delilah was now ‘okay’ after the or¬ 
deal. They had been staying at Hadrian’s 
Camp near Carlisle, when the accident 
happened. The youngster was saved by 
part-time firefighter Geoff Maxwell, who 
heard the family screaming for help, 
while working on a house nearby. 


He saw the little girl’s head bob up in 
the water and dived in towards her. 

Mr Maxwell said: “It was sheer luck 
that I touched her under the water. 

“I grabbed her hair and managed to 
swim to the side but it was a hell of a 
struggle.” 

He said he quickly realised that the 
river was too deep for him to touch the 
bottom and push upwards. “I’m a terri¬ 
ble swimmer. I can’t believe I found the 
energy. The mother was on the ledge 
about five yards away holding out her 
hand and I swam and swam. I don’t 
know how I made it.”

Thief in U-turn over raid haul 


A PROLIFIC criminal who 
raided a flat of more than 
£2,200 worth of goods was 
stopped by police after being 
spotted driving a car stolen 
from the property, a court 
heard. 

Paul Nash, aged 34, took the 
keys to the £20,000 Ford vehi¬ 
cle parked outside the flat in 
Spring Lane in Pelsall, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court heard. 
But after driving up the M6 
toward Stoke, the court heard 
how Nash, who has previous 
convictions for 90 separate of¬ 
fences, turned back deciding 


to take the vehicle back along 
with stolen items. 

He was arrested after being 
spotted by a police helicopter 
overhead, following a row with 
another motorist whom he had 
undercut while entering the 
Keele Service Station in Staf¬ 
fordshire. 

Mr Garry Cook, prosecuting, 
said that three cameras worth 
a total of £1,034 and a £1,200 
watch were stolen along with 
a wallet containing bank cards 
and an unspecified amount of 
money. 

The keys to the car was also 


taken from the property as was 
a money box belonging to the 
seven-year-old girl. 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, de¬ 
fending Nash, said: “Much of 
his offending occurred many 
years ago and he is very dis¬ 
appointed to have fallen back 
into his old ways of acquisitive 
crime. After committing the 
burglary he thought better of 
what he had done.” 

Nash, of Radford Drive, 
Shelfield, pleaded guilty to 
theft of the car and burglary. 
He was jailed for 18 months by 
Judge Peter Barrie. 


WALSALL’S former Mayor, Councillor Pete 
Smith has hit back at claims this week, that 
the Black Country flag is ‘offensive and in¬ 
sensitive’. 

It follows political activist Patrick Vernon’s 
comments, before Black Country Day which took 
place on Tuesday, that the chains emblem on the 
flag were a ‘disturbing’ image. 

Mr Vernon claimed that it 
harked back to an industry 
that profited from the trans¬ 
atlantic slave trade and colo¬ 
nial rule in Africa. 

Councillor Smith said: 

“Chainmaking in the Black 
Country is world famous. It 
is part of our history. There 
may be parts of our history 
we are not proud of but to say 
that the chains are offensive 
is far-fetched by my reckon¬ 
ing.” 

Thousands of people cel¬ 
ebrated the region’s history over the weekend in The 
Black Country Festival and Cradley Heath’s Women’s 
Chainmakers’ Festival. 

Mr Vernon, who grew up in All Saints, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, and is a former London Labour councillor, said the 
Black Country had shied away from addressing the role 
its industries played in slavery and that community lead¬ 
ers were trying to ‘pretend it never happened’. 

“The chain being used as a symbol in the flag is in¬ 
sensitive,” he said. “Shackles and manacles that were 
made by chainmakers in the Black Country were used 
to incarcerate slaves in North America, on plantations 
and in colonial Africa. 

“The chain is not a swastika or a Confederate flag but 
it is offensive. While I am in support of the festival and 
think it is a great idea, the Black Country has never done 
anything to acknowledge that slavery was key to its eco¬ 
nomic rise. 

“This is not political correctness, it is the truth. You 
can’t pick and choose bits of your history, they are inter¬ 
linked. There needs to be a re-interpretation and leaders 
cannot pretend it never happened.” 

The flag was designed two years ago by schoolgirl Gra- 
cie Sheppard, now aged 14, who attends Redhill Second¬ 
ary School in Stourbridge in a competition by the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

The chains represent its chainmaking and industrial 
heritage while the red, and black colours on the flag are 
a reference to the description of the Black Country by 
Elihu Burritt, who said it was ‘black by day and red by 
night’. The white cone shape represents the area’s glass¬ 
making industry.

PM urged to 
keep pledge 
oversupport 
for families 

THE Prime Minister has been urged to 
deliver on his commitment to ensure 
there is support for the families of the 
Tunisia beach shooting victims. 

Valerie Vaz, MP for Walsall South, 
asked David Cameron about the atroc¬ 
ity during his weekly question time and 
was told a ministerial committee would 
be set up. 

The Labour MP said: “I welcome the 
Prime Minister’s commitment to estab¬ 
lish a ministerial committee to ensure 
that support for victims is co-ordinated 
across Government. As the Prime Min¬ 
ister noted, a high level of support has 
been provided for survivors of the Lon¬ 
don bombings 10 years ago and it is cru¬ 
cial that this support is matched for the 
bereaved families and the survivors of 
the attack in Tunisia.” 

Miss Vaz has tabled an Early Day Mo¬ 
tion in the Commons for MPs to convey 
their thanks to the club. 

The motion reads: “That this House 
commends Walsall Football Club for or¬ 
ganising and holding the national one 
minute’s silence held at Bescot Stadium 
on Friday 3 July; recognises that the 
people of Walsall and Saddlers fans were 
able remember the three generations of 
fans Joel Richards, Adrian Evans and 
Patrick Evans who were killed in the 
terrorist attack in Sousse, whose fam¬ 
ilies were present at Bescot Stadium; 
congratulates the club on its plans to 
place memorial bricks dedicated to Joel 
Richards, Adrian Evans and Patrick 
Evans on the 125 Sign which commemo¬ 
rates the Club’s 125th anniversary.”

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Jobs boost 
as parcel 
firm's plan 
approved 

A MAJOR Black Country employer 
has won approval to expand its base 
- providing a jobs boost for the area. 

Parcel delivery firm Yodel, which 
has a main sorting centre on the Wil- 
lenhall and Darlaston border, will 
open up more HGV parking spaces on 
land next to the site. 

The extra 105 spaces, given the nod 
by Walsall Council, will enable the 
firm to grow by allowing more deliv¬ 
eries from the site. 

The spaces will be on land between 
Owen Road and Willenhall Road. 

Plans lodged with the council said: 
“The extension of the HGV parking 
area will safeguard the facility for the 
long term and will allow for future 
expansion by providing a net gain in 
trailer spaces which will in turn will 
allow for future job growth as demand 
increases.” 

Following approval of the propos¬ 
als, Councillor Garry Perry, chairman 
of the planning committee, said: “As 
a committee we always welcome ex¬ 
pansions of any businesses across the 
borough. 

“It will also provide additional 
parking provision for the business. 

“I think that given they have done 
that in consultation with the neigh¬ 
bouring site it is going to be of benefit 
to them.” 

He also welcomed any jobs the ex¬ 
pansion would bring, adding: “Job 
creation is important. Any business, 
if it just creates one job, it is one less 
unemployed person in Walsall.”

Sports Plus Scheme Ltd, 
based in Aldridge, has presented a 
cheque of £6,133 to Sandwell Hospi¬ 
tal’s children’s ward at a charity foot¬ 
ball match, held at Baggies’ ground 
The Hawthorns. 

Teams were made up from a mix 
of local headteachers and the Sports 
Plus Scheme Sports Professionals. 

Former West Bromwich Albion star 
Richard Sneekes was head coach for 
the home team whilst executive head 
teacher Andy Leivers, of Grove Vale 
Primary managed the away team.

A youngster has created his own lit¬ 
tle bit of Walsall history by coming up 
with a name for a new housing estate. 

The 412-home development in Go- 
scote, Blakenall will now be known 
as ‘Waters Keep’ courtesy of Lucas 
Mokabo. The name chosen by the 
Year 3 pupil from Goldsmith Primary 
Academy in Harden was selected as 
the winner from more than 250 stu¬ 
dent entries from local schools who 
entered a competition set up by de¬ 
velopers Keepmoat. 

Lucas said: “I’m so pleased to have 
won the competition and proud that 


the name I created is being used 
across the development. 

“I liked Waters Keep because it was 
near to water and I’d love to live in 
one of the new houses one day.” 

Along with the knowledge that 
future residents will be living in an 
estate he named, Lucas was also re¬ 
warded with a £35 love2shop voucher 
as well as £100 worth of vouchers for 
his school. The Goscote Lane regen¬ 
eration project will see 23 hectares of 
land across seven sites in Blakenall 
developed into housing. 

A total of 412 homes are planned 


as part of the Waters Keep develop¬ 
ment on land off Shakespeare Cres¬ 
cent, Keats Road and Chaucer Road, 
Harden. A further 350 properties will 
also be developed in the Goscote area 
meaning an £88 million investment 
overall. Some parts of the land have 
been derelict for a decade. 

The project has been driven by 
Walsall Borough Council and Walsall 
Housing Group which own the plots. 

Maxine Conway, from Keepmoat 
added: “We chose Lucas’ name be¬ 
cause we felt it best described all 
the things we are looking to provide 


Points system to help 
prioritise roadworks 


AN innovative points system will 
be introduced to decide which 
roads get priority for improvements 
around Walsall, it has emerged. 

Communities and councillors will be 
able to prioritise routes which need work 
by allocating points to projects. 

The scheme, which is expected to come into 
force in the next financial year, will allow coun¬ 
cillors on area panel committees across the bor¬ 
ough to influence the rankings of a string of 
projects. 

Each ward will be handed 50 points and the 
points can then be awarded to one scheme or 
divided across a number of schemes. 

The number of points will help decide the 
scheme’s relative priority and how quickly 
footway improvements and carriageway resur¬ 
facing and patching work is carried out. 

Area partnerships will have to provide coun¬ 
cil officers with their scoring by January each 
year. It comes as cash-strapped Walsall Council 
needs to save £86 million over four years. 

The schemes which feature in the list of 
projects include carriageway resurfacing in 
Wednesbury Road and Goscote Lane, Coalpool. 

Earmarked 

In Aldridge, potential schemes include car¬ 
riageway resurfacing work in Chester Road, 
Leighswood Road and Foley Road West. 

Some of the roads earmarked for carriage¬ 
way or footway improvements in Brownhills, 
which could be awarded points by the area pan¬ 
els, include Lindon Road, Occupation Road and 
Parkwood Close. 

Meanwhile, Bentley Road South in Darlaston 
could benefit from another footway resurfacing 
scheme while locations in Leamore which could 
see work carried out include Stephenson Ave¬ 
nue and Stowe Street. 

In Willenhall, among the road schemes listed 
include those in Noose Lane, King Street and 
The Key way. 

In a report to Aldridge and Beacon Area 
Panel group manager of highways and envi¬ 
ronment John Roseblade said: “With available 
budgets it will not be possible to undertake all 
these maintenance schemes in the next three 
years hence the need for a robust and transpar¬ 
ent prioritisation system.” 

It was originally intended to incorporate area 
panel scores into this year’s maintenance pro¬ 
gramme, but the report said the process was 
not straightforward.

A report to the council’s Schools 
Forum said £lm of funding has been 
agreed and grant funding has been 
applied for to make up the rest of the 
costs.

A BRAZILIAN restaurant chain is to 
open a new site in Birmingham city 
centre. Viva Brazil will be in Bennetts 
Hill on the corner site that was pre¬ 
viously occupied by Indian restaurant 
Isaacs and, before that, Thai Orchid.

2010 and has since opened in Glasgow 
and Cardiff.

A NIGHTCLUB in Walsall town 
centre is being expanded to offer a 
second venue, creating up to 20 new 
jobs, it has been announced. 

Religion, the former WS1 night¬ 
club on Bridge Street, opened in 
April. But work is also underway by 
bosses to open a second venue down¬ 
stairs, with its opening targeted for 
the end of August. 

Nick Parkinson, general manager, 


said: “The new club will create be¬ 
tween 18 to 20 jobs, we’ll be hiring 
bar staff, security, DJs and cleaners. 

“We’re aiming to open on August 
Bank Holiday weekend, we’ve got 
seven weeks to go so we have got 
our work cut out.

Bridge rebuild set to 
go on for months more

A PROJECT to rebuild a 
bridge to allow the mul¬ 
ti-million pound electrifi¬ 
cation of a railway line will 
take months longer than 
planned, it has emerged. 

The North Street bridge in 
Walsall town centre was expect¬ 
ed to reopen at the end of spring 
as part of the £30m scheme to 
speed up trains on the Chase 
Line. 

But Network Rail has confirmed 
the bridge route, which has been 
closed from the start of the year, will 
be blocked off until September. The 
bridge needs to be rebuilt to accom¬ 
modate overhead power lines for the 
electrification of the line between 
Walsall and Rugeley Trent Valley. 
Some initial initial work started 
last autumn although North Street 
was able to reopen again briefly over 
Christmas, helping motorists during 
the busy festive period. 

Shortcut 

However, it has remained shut 
since January even though pedes¬ 
trian access has been maintained. 
The route is well used by traffic 
going to the Butts, town centre and 
as a shortcut to Goscote. 

Network Rail spokesman Jon 
Crampton said: “Owing to divert¬ 
ing utilities over the bridge taking 
longer than expected, North Street 
bridge will be closed until Septem¬ 
ber while the remainder of the work 
is completed. We have been in regu¬ 
lar contact with the local authority 
regarding this and apologise for any 
inconvenience caused.” 

A new bridge built in Broad Lane, 
Essington, as part of the project was 
also hit by delays last year. Work 
was due to be finished in the March, 
was then pushed back several times 
until June. 

There are further plans to rebuild 
a third bridge at Park Street in Wal¬ 
sall town centre, due to start later 
this year. The overall electrification 
project between Walsall and Rugeley 
Trent Valley is earmarked for com¬ 
pletion by the end of 2017.

Mother who 
got caught 
on eBay in 
court order 

A MOTHER from the Black Country 
sold thousands of pounds worth of 
clothing which had been stolen in a 
garage burglary. 

Nicola Wright was caught when 
the items’ owner spotted them adver¬ 
tised on eBay and called police, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court was told. 
Wright, aged 43, of Mulbery Road, 
Mossley, Walsall, admitted handling 
stolen goods and possession of crimi¬ 
nal property at an earlier hearing. 

Judge Helen Hughes sentenced her 
to a 12-month community order and 
150 hours’ unpaid work. She was also 
ordered to pay £1,200 costs. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecuting, said 
her guilty plea was accepted on the 
basis that £415 found by officers at 
her home was proceeds from her op¬ 
eration. He said: “The circumstances 
are that on December 31, 2014 a Mr 
Mackintosh was subject to a break-in. 
There was a burglary at a garage de¬ 
tached from his property. 

“He was working for a clothing 
company and acquired the items for 
£2,000, but was planning to sell them 
on with a mark up on top that he 
hoped would generate £6,000.” 

Mr Jones said CCTV footage was 
taken by police from the burglary. 

He added: “CCTV footage shows 
three offenders leaving in a vehicle.” 

Mr Shiva Mira, defence barrister, 
said Wright had purchased the items 
for £650 from an unnamed man in a 
van in the street near her home. 

He said she did suspect that there 
was something wrong with the 
clothes. 

Dog mess fines 
may be double 

FINES for dog walkers who fail to 
clean up after their pets will double to 
£100, under new plans. 

Labour councillors in Walsall are 
calling for a public consultation to be 
held with a view to introducing new 
powers to target irresponsible dog 
owners. 

Councillors Ian Robertson, Diane 
Coughlan, Rose Burley, Lee Jeavons, 
Tina Jukes, Eileen Russell and Keith 
Chambers were expected to table a no¬ 
tice of motion at a meeting of the full 
council on Monday. 

Currently in Walsall, a fixed penalty 
of £50 can be issued as an alternative 
to prosecution. 

In 2014/15, Walsall Council received 
117 complaints about dog fouling and 
182 requests for dog fouling signs.

WALSALL Council is expected to 
take no further action against a pri¬ 
vate school in the town after settling 
a parking dispute, a new report has 
revealed. 

Hydesville Tower School was given 
six months to find suitable parking for 
parents of nursery children after the 
car park at the nearby Park Tavern 
pub was bulldozed. 

Walsall Council had warned it 
would not be allowed to take on nurs¬ 
ery pupils in September if it failed 
to address the issues. The school 
in Broadway North had proposed 


30 spaces on land between Lower 
Rushall Street and Dog Kennel Lane. 

However, at a Walsall Council plan¬ 
ning committee meeting, councillors 
decided it did not satisfy require¬ 
ments. 

A unanimous decision was made by 
the members to pursue an injunction 
on new nursery place admissions, 
unless agreed alternative parking is 
found. 

However, a new report to the plan¬ 
ning committee, said the terms of 
the lease for the site have changed to 
allow parents to park there after the 


school outlines a new travel plan - in¬ 
cluding shuttle buses to and from the 
new car park. 

The report said: “Consequently the 
council will not pursue injunctive pro¬ 
ceedings against the school to prevent 
a new intake of nursery pupils in Sep¬ 
tember 2015.” 

It said the school had also provided 
a statement confirming how they in¬ 
tend to operate the car park, which 
includes the use of school mini buses 
to shuttle nursery children between 
the car park and the school at the be¬ 
ginning and the end of the day.

Quarry firm boss in 
£70,000 court payout 


A QUARRY firm boss whose firm 
fraudulently claimed Government 
grants, benefiting from £1,000, and 
forged test certificates has been 
handed a £70,000 court bill. 

WCL Ltd, which has a quarry at Muckley 
Corner, near Brownhills, and a head office in 
Burntwood, received £272,000 from Waste and 
Resources Action Programme (WRAP) - a Gov¬ 
ernment-sponsored charity, to buy equipment 
using bogus invoices. 

The company also deceived South Stafford¬ 
shire Water and civil engineers Fitzgerald with 
forged test certificates for recycled aggregates, 
Stafford Crown Court heard. 

One of its directors, Simon Winner, aged 43, 
of Four Oaks Road, Sutton Coldfield, admitted 
three charges of fraud. Mr Gordon Aspden, 
prosecuting, said recycled products were in de¬ 
mand by public bodies because of their ‘green 
credentials’ and WRAP was set up to assist. 

They awarded grants for equipment already 
purchased by companies like WCL, but it 
broke the rules by submitting false invoices for 
equipment not yet purchased. WCL did use the 
grants, a total of £272,500, to buy equipment. 

Contractors 

Mr Aspden said: “The purpose of the defend¬ 
ant’s conduct was to resolve temporary cash¬ 
flow issues WCL was experiencing. In effect, 
short-term interest-free credit from WRAP.” 

The forged test certificates were discovered 
after WCL supplied recycled aggregates to civil 
contractors Fitzgerald, who were repairing a 
section of the A460 at Featherstone. 

In March 2012, samples from the road pro¬ 
gramme were taken and failed tests. 

The test certificates provided by WCL, sup¬ 
posedly carried out by an independent firm 
called ESG, were examined and found to be 
false. ESG had not carried out any tests for 
WCL in 2011 or 2012. In September 2011, 
South Staffordshire Water were also supplied 
with forged test certificates by WCL for aggre¬ 
gate worth more than £18,000. 

WCL’s offices were searched in November 
2012 where a computer used to create the 
forged test certificates was found. Mr Aspden 
said that when Winner was questioned about 
it and the forgeries, his response was no com¬ 
ment. Winner was fined £20,000, ordered to 
pay £50,000 costs and Judge Mark Eades also 
made a £10,000 confiscation order under the 
proceeds of crime act. 


Watch out for the brick-nicker

WATCH out for the Darlast- 
on Brick Nicker. That’s what 
townsfolk are being urged af¬ 
ter a thief is targeting a pub¬ 
lic footpath, stealing more 
than 50 blue Victorian bricks 
during three raids in as many 
months. 

As a result, there were calls 
for the footpath - the small 
alleyway at the top end of 
Dorsett Road - to be closed. 
The latest incident happened 
last Tuesday morning at 
about 3am and follows two 
similar incidents where doz¬ 
ens of the bricks were stolen. 

But this time it appears the 
perpetrator/s may have been 
caught in their attempts to 
steal them again as they left 
the bricks piled up on the 
side, leaving a gaping hole in 
the alleyway. 

As well as the thefts, the 
small alleyway has been hit 
with anti-social behaviour 
problems in recent years with 
youngsters hanging around 
the area causing a nuisance. 

Tracy Arnold, whose busi¬ 
ness PR Arnolds is located 
right next to the alleyway, 
said she and residents were 
getting fed up of the con¬ 
stant trouble: “It appears the 
Darlaston Brick Nicker has 
tried to strike again. It must 
cost Walsall Council a lot of 
money each time they have 
to resurface the alleyway. We 
feel if it was closed down then 
that would be the best solu¬ 
tion for us all.” 

Councillor Doug James, 
who represents the Darlas¬ 
ton South ward, said he was 
checking the legality of such 
a proposal.

THERE are a lot of things about The 
Beatles’ song Penny Lane which I find 
offensive. The turgid, sentimental lyrics. 
The dreary, depressing tune. The slack- 
jawed, disbelief which inevitably follows 
the confession that I don’t actually like 
The Beatles. 

Look, they’re just a pop group, like any 
other, and I don’t like them, OK? 

However, no reasonable person would 
ever dream of criticising the song be¬ 
cause it celebrates a street which was 
named after a slave trader. The link is just 
too tenuous. 

Which brings us to Patrick Vernon, an 
anti-racism campaigner who for the most 
bizarre of reasons, has taken offence at 
the Black Country flag. 

Mr Vernon, who grew up in Wol¬ 
verhampton before moving to the Big 
Smoke, finds the image of a chain in the 
Black Country flag “offensive”, saying it 
has connotations with the slave trade. 

Oh, gerrover yerself, Mr Vernon, yo’m a 
very saft mon. 

The Black Country flag has nothing to 
do with slavery, it is about celebrating the 
industries which put this region at the 
forefront of the Industrial Revolution. 

Mr Vernon says the Black Country 
glosses over its role in the slave trade. 
But slavery in Britain ended in 1807, and 
it seems absurd that Mr Vernon expects 
us to feel apologetic for the fact that in 
another century people in other countries 
used our chain for nefarious purposes. 

Perhaps Mr Vernon has been in Lon¬ 
don for too long. 

Down in the great metropolis, they’re 
obsessed with diversity and multicultur- 
alism, emphasising what makes us dif¬ 
ferent, 

But in the Black Country, there is no 
diversity, and only one culture. Black, 
white, rich or poor, it doh matter, because 
under the skin we’m all Black Country - 
we’re all links in the Black Country chain, 
and that bond is far stronger than any¬ 
thing that might divide us. 

Hope yo ‘ad a bostin’ Black Country 
Day.

She may have been fired from 
The Apprentice but this social 
entrepreneur has just won top 
award, writes Marion Brennan 


WHEN Melody Hossaini was asked 
what job title she wanted to pop up 
on screen under her name when 
she appeared on the 2011 series of 
The Apprentice, she replied ‘social 
entrepreneur’. 

“The producer laughed,” she re- 
calls.But the former Great Wyrley High 
School student insisted on the tagline, 
becoming the show’s first - and only - so¬ 
cial entrepreneur, the title given to peo¬ 
ple who apply commercial strategies to 
make social improvements. 

She was knocked out just before the final 
but not before making a big impact. Bold, con¬ 
fident and good-looking, she became famous 
for her inspirational quote ‘Don’t tell me the 
sky’s the limit when there are footprints on 
the moon’ - which one fan had tattooed on his 
arm. 

Responsible 

Lord Sugar branded her ‘ruthless’ and ‘a 
tiger’ so it was perhaps odd that she did not 
channel her undoubted business acumen into 
more obvious money-spinning schemes. 

But she says: “Social enterprises are doing 
well. New statistics have just been published 
that show they are now doing better than the 
commercial business model, contributing a 
lot to the economy and creating many jobs for 
people. 

“The world is moving that way, we are being 
more responsible consumers. We like to buy in 
a way that helps someone and there are lots of 
examples of little pockets of success.” 

Melody, now 30, is in the news again after 
being named Europe’s Most Influential 
Woman of 2015 at a ceremony in Brussels. 

The awards, under the patronage of the 
European Parliament, recognise the contri¬ 


butions of Europeans with a migrant back¬ 
ground. Meeting the qualifying criteria was 
no problem after being born in war-torn Iran 
and escaping with her family to Sweden before 
arriving in South Staffordshire at the age of 13 
with her mother and sister. 

It was while sitting at her bedroom desk at 
the family’s Station Road home that she spied 
an advert in Just 17 magazine for young peo¬ 
ple wanted as community ambassadors. 

It led to 11 years of volunteering, includ¬ 
ing two and a half years serving on the Youth 
Parliament where she ran climate change 
campaigns and went to 10 Downing Street to 
speak to Tony Blair about the war in Iraq. 

She says: “We were shaking things up, it 


wasn’t just me. It was an incredible time. I’m 
still friends with these people.” 

She went on to set up the successful social 
enterprise, InspirEngage International, in 
2009 with the aim of training people to suc¬ 
ceed by giving back. 

She goes into schools and colleges, including 
Great Wyrley High, to help prepare students 
for the world of business and work, trains 
vulnerable women to become economically 
active through social enterprise and guides 
corporations to better engage with their local 
communities. 

She said: “This award means a lot to me 
because of what it represents. So much nega¬ 
tive stuff is said about immigrants and asylum 


seekers, and I was both of those things. 

“The public thinks of them as anonymous 
people, but they are people like me who have 
worked hard to give back to their communi¬ 
ties. I want to shift people’s mindsets about 
immigrants. 

“I’d like them to think that perhaps they 
shouldn’t take a blanket approach. 

“Being an immigrant never leaves you, and 
that’s not to say that I don’t feel I belong here. 
I’m married now with a nine-month-old son 
and a home in Warwickshire. I’m very much 
settled, but being an immigrant is so much a 
part of my make-up.” 

The law graduate, who speaks five lan¬ 
guages, describes herself as an ‘accidental 
entrepreneur’ who avoided business studies 
at school. She entered the business arena only 
as a means of making a living out of her real 
interest, ‘making a difference’. 

Her passion for her work has increased 
since the birth of her son Kian, although she 
is learning the art of balance, she says. 

“I work from home a lot so I can spend as 
much time as possible with him. I cook and 
put Kian to bed. 

Judge 

“We find a way because I love my job and I 
think it will help my son by immersing him in 
the world I work in. I can’t wait for his life to 
be enriched by the job I do. I’ll take him with 
me as soon as he can walk.” 

She and businessman Claude Littner, who 
is taking over from Nick Hewer as one of Lord 
Sugar’s screen sidekicks, were recently judges 
on a social enterprise challenge, she says. 

“They are filming the next series at the mo¬ 
ment. He will be a fitting successor to Nick. 
Despite his screen reputation, he is kind and 
friendly, a wonderful spirit.” 

The keen blogger, who regularly reports on 
the programme for a national newspaper, is 
looking forward to its return. 

She looks back on her time on The Ap¬ 
prentice as a valuable experience and, no, she 
doesn’t cringe when she is reminded of the 
infamous ‘footsteps’ quote which she suggests 
was ‘overused’ on the show. 

She says: “At that point all those years ago 
that saying inspired me, and you take inspira¬ 
tion where you find it.”

Transport museum chairman, Martin Fisher, celebrates a 
£5,400 grant from Whg to update their fire alarm system 

AN historic transport museum has secured its vehicles 
in Walsall thanks to cash grant of more than £5,000. As¬ 
ton Manor Road Transport Museum, based in Northgate, 
Aldridge, has a collection of vintage vehicles dating back 
to the 1920s. 

It was awarded £5,400 from Walsall Housing Group 
which has gone toward a much-needed fire alarm system 
to help protect the historic motors. The museum houses a 
wide range of commercial vehicles including coaches, buses 
and delivery vans from a range of decades. 

The funding for the site in Shenstone Drive came from 
the housing group’s Local Neighbourhood Fund. 

Transport museum chairman Martin Fisher said: “Hav¬ 
ing a fire alarm fitted to make sure our vehicles weren’t at 
risk was a real priority for us.” 

Volunteers at the museum have helped restore a variety 
of vehicles including an old London bus which appeared on 
TV. The London Routemaster RM506 received a transfor¬ 
mation and was shown on The Game, a British Cold War 
spy thriller, screened on BBC Two.

“Now when I go into class I get 
called a nerd but I’m cleverer than 
Einstein so it feels so good to be called 


that. Not many people can say that - 
it’s actually really cool.” 

Madison who lives in Streetly said: 
“I was really happy with my result, 
especially as my sister is at a gram¬ 
mar school. I feel really powerful 
being smarter than my sister. When 
my mum found out she didn’t think it 
was even me that got the result so she 
phoned up just to double check. 

“But she’s really happy and proud of 
me - now my entire family and friends 
know. I really want to go to Oxford to 
study sociology. This has given me the 
confidence to get to where I want to 
be.”

Thief took metal in barrow 


A MAN who nonchalantly 
walked into a yard with his 
wheelbarrow and stole radi¬ 
ators and copper piping has 
been fined. 

Glen Wells assumed air condi¬ 
tioning units left on the ground 
near the Saddlers Shopping Cen¬ 
tre in Walsall were there for the 
taking when he targeted them 
around 7pm on June 22, a court 
heard. 

CCTV captured the 30-year-old 
walking under the barriers with the 


wheelbarrow on Bradford Street and 
then leaving again with the compo¬ 
nents he had forced off the units. He 
later sold on the parts for £30. But 
the units actually belonged to Walsall 
company JC Construction which had 
carried out work to remove them. 

The firm would have been able to 
scrap the parts for around £100. Wells, 
from Gospel Lane in Acocks Green, 
claimed he did not know he was com¬ 
mitting a crime and admitted going 
back to look for more loot when he was 
questioned by police. 

But he later pleaded guilty to theft. 
He was handed a conditional discharge 
at Walsall Magistrates Court on 


Thursday and ordered to pay £370 in 
total - £100 in compensation, prosecu¬ 
tion costs of £105, court costs of £150 
and a victim surcharge of £15. 

Mr Vaugh Whistance, defending, 
said Wells had been struggling finan¬ 
cially since he lost his job as a me¬ 
chanic after he received a three-year 
drink-driving ban. The solicitor said: 
“In this area you do see vehicles being 
driven around fairly regularly col¬ 
lecting scrap metal. People put out 
washing machines and things know¬ 
ing someone is going to come passed 
and pick it up and cash it in. But this 
metal was going to be scrapped by the 
construction company.” 
































High speed chase driver 
is jailed for 18 months 


A BANNED driver who led 
police on a terrifying 25-min¬ 
ute chase, hitting speeds of 
85mph in a 30mph zone and 
driving on the wrong side of 
the road, has been locked up. 

Dilip Patel hurtled through Wol¬ 
verhampton, Wednesfield, Willen- 
hall and Essington before being 
arrested while hiding in bushes in 
Featherstone. 

It came just four years after he was 
jailed for an almost carbon-copy of¬ 
fence - a high-speed police chase after 
crashing into a mother and her two 
young children while over the drink- 
drive limit. 

Patel, of Cannock Road, Park Vil¬ 
lage, Wolverhampton, carried out his 
latest crime in the early hours of May 
26. The 30-year-old tearaway careered 
over speed bumps and went round 
traffic islands in the wrong direction at 
the wheel of a black Peugeot 306 after 
failing to stop for police in Stubby 
Lane, Wednesfield, at 2am. 


Accelerated 


Mr Robert Edwards, prosecuting 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court, said 
Patel also accelerated over a cross¬ 
roads without stopping and went in 
the wrong direction down a one-way 
street into Willenhall town centre at 
45mph before the pursuit swept to¬ 
wards Essington. At one stage, the 
Peugeot was driven on the wrong side 
of the road, overtook a lorry at 65mph 
and went through red lights before 
speeding down Essington Road at 
90mph, where the limit is 50mph. 

A stinger designed to puncture the 
tyres was deployed in Northycote Lane 
but Patel continued until the front 
tyres disintegrated in Brookhouse 
Lane, Featherstone. 

The fast food worker then made a 
run for it and concealed himself in 
bushes until a police helicopter helped 
officers uncover his hiding place. 

The end of the high-speed chase was 
captured on CCTV filmed both from

the dashboard camera of a pursuing 
police car and the helicopter. 

It shows the disintegration of the 
tyres and smoke coming from the Peu¬ 
geot as it came to a halt. Patel pleaded 
guilty to dangerous driving, driving 
while disqualified, failing to stop, hav¬ 
ing no insurance and possession of 
cannabis. He was jailed for 18 months 
and banned from driving for four years 
by Judge Martin Walsh. 

The judge told him: “You have a 
poor record of motoring offences and 
this was an appalling piece of driving. 


You declined to stop for police and was 
involved in a protracted pursuit dur¬ 
ing which you travelled at 85mph in a 
30mph limit.” 

Sgt Matt Cooper said he was pleased 
justice had been done. 

He said: “The high speed chase may 
have happened at a time when most 
people would have been tucked up in 
bed, but that does not make it any 
less reckless. This is a great sentence 
following some very stupid decisions 
made by Mr Patel, which could have 
ended quite differently.”

Service with a smile - town's shops 
for workforce at the heart of industry 


THE vicinity of Darlaston Green 
once boasted one of the greatest 
concentrations of industrial ac¬ 
tivity in the world. 

So many thousands of people worked 
at this pulsating gathering of great 
factories that when the bulls sounded 
for the end of the day it was as if a tide 
of humanity poured down Richards 
Street, along Willenhall Road and up 
Lower Green. 

A town of less than 25,000 people even 
at its peak, yet its manufacturers impacted 
powerfully on the global market. 

By 1911 more than 6,000 people were 
making nuts and bolts in the Black Coun¬ 
try, and the great majority of them were 
now employed in Darlaston. 

Names like GKN and Charles Richards 
resonated with manufacturing excellence, 
but Darlaston did not rely only on nuts and 
bolt makers like these for its prosperity. 
Another company pushed itself into the

limelight through its innovation, design and 
quality products. 

It was Rubery Owen. In the 1880s the 
brothers J T and T W Rubery started a fac¬ 
tory in Booth Street for making light steel 
roof work, fencing, gates and the occasional 
bridge. Later, T W left the business, and in 
1893 his brother went into partnership with 
Alfred Ernest Owen. In 1910, Owen became 
sole owner and with his acute vision he 
added an aviation department, so allowing 
Rubery Owen to supply small aircraft com¬ 
ponents in the First World War. 

And it was as a powerhouse of industry 
that Darlaston became one of the most 
prosperous working-class towns in Eng¬ 
land. That prosperity was reflected in the 
small but bustling town centre packed with 
shops. These and others elsewhere in Dar¬ 
laston are the subject of an exciting new 
book called ‘Shops and Clubs of Darlaston 


throughout the Years’. A Heritage Lottery 
Fund project, it has been compiled by that 
unflagging digger and delver into the past of 
the town he loves so well - Tony Highfield. 

His latest publication emphasises: “Dar¬ 
laston once had a thriving shopping cen¬ 
tre, full of busy shops, providing all kinds 
of products and services. “The town had 
a wonderful, vibrant atmosphere and was 
often full of happy shoppers, sometimes 
passing the time of day with friends and 
neighbours in King Street, Church Street, 
High Street or Pinfold Street.” 

Among the contributors are Brenda and 
John Evans, who have many fond memo¬ 
ries of Bedworth’s. They write: “Leonard 
Bedworth started up his business with a 
horse and cart from a warehouse on Darlas¬ 
ton Road next door to the Kings Arms pub 
which like every business at the time was 
hard work. Then he opened the shops in 
King Street which was a fruit and vegetable 
shop and a wet fish shop opposite the Lion 
pub. Then they moved to the supermarket 
that used to belong to Littlewoods. Over the 


road, there was a flower shop that was run 
by Cynthia Bedworth, Leonard’s daughter. 

“His sons Ken and Barry helped out in 
the shops. I started working at Bedworth’s 
in 1958 aged 16 years old. I worked in the 
grocery when I started and I left Bedworth’s 
34 years later. I was a manageress due to 
being promoted over time. John Evans also 
worked for Bedworth’s.” 

Betty Dixon, nee Horne, also has won¬ 
derful memories of Darlaston’s shops. She 
recalls: “As a young 14-year-old girl back in 
1954,1 was allowed to have a part-time job 
and as my sister Brenda already had one 
in Littlewoods, Darlaston, I applied there 
where I was accepted but was only allowed 
to work four hours per week due to my age.

Take-up of 
free meals 
at schools 
on increase 


MORE than 10,000 pupils across Walsall are 
receiving free school meals following a rise 
in take-up across the borough, figures have 
shown. 

More than a quarter of young people are now tak¬ 
ing up the free school meal as part of the service run 


by Walsall Council, rising 
26 per cent in 2014. 

Schools receive funding 
from the Government for 
pupils who are eligible for 
free school meals. 

The pupil premium 
2014/15 for primary age pu¬ 
pils is £1,300 and £935 for 
secondary school pupils. The 
pupil premium generates 
more than £13.3 million for 
Walsall schools. 

It comes as there has 
been a national drive to 
provide meals in schools, in 
a bid to drive down obesity 
levels across the country. It 
has seen a concerted effort 
to provide meals for four to 
seven year-olds. 

The Free School Meal 
(FSM) team at Walsall 
Council currently works 
with 114 schools, academies 
and free schools. There are 
10,281 pupils who are in re¬ 
ceipt of free school meals.

A BELLY full of good food, the sun 
beating down and a chilled glass 
of white wine in hand , it’s fair to 
say I was one satisfied diner. 

There’s something about the laid- 
back vibe, friendly atmosphere and 
great food at The Crown at Wergs in 
Wolverhampton, which keeps luring 
me back time after time. 

And on my recent visit, once again I 
wasn’t disappointed. We struck lucky, it 
was a blistering hot Sunday afternoon and 
so we chose to sit outside in the front gar¬ 
den. 

And if the weather wasn’t as gorgeous as 
it had been, we’d have been happy enough 
inside as the surroundings are classy and 
the decor modern. 

It’s the kind of place that you want to 
make an effort for - if you pop in, get a little

dressed up - it’s more than just a bog-stand¬ 
ard pub and to be fair, I think The Crown 
knows it. 

There is plenty of room inside, with lux¬ 
urious furnishings, huge tables for large 
groups as well as places to sit at the bar. 
The Sunday papers were stacked up on our 
visit too (a nice touch), so we grabbed a cou¬ 
ple and settled in with a Pinot Grigio and a 
pint of cider as we looked over the menus. 

Normally I stick to the same foods when¬ 
ever I eat out, but the menu at The Crown 
was so good I wanted to try something new. 

I’ve also got a bit of a habit of looking 
at the dessert menu first, choosing what I 
want and then figuring out what else I can 
fit in so I’m not too full. Is it just me that 
does that? So deciding I was definitely hav¬ 
ing the apple tart I could go all out with my 


first two courses. The starters were difficult 
to choose from. My friend had already set 
his heart on the Beech mushrooms dish and 
I eventually went for the warm Melusine 
goat’s cheese crottin with beetroot carpac¬ 
cio and borage honey. 

Sweetness 

The dish was summer on a plate, warm, 
gooey, sharp cheese was balanced by the 
beetroot, while the sweetness of the honey 
added a very pleasant extra. My friend’s 
mushrooms arrived in a creamy and rich 
white wine and black garlic veloute. The 
mushrooms were tender, the poached egg 
was perfectly runny and yellow and the and 
pistou brioche added a contrasting texture. 

The main courses were as difficult to 
choose from as the starters, I could have 
devoured pretty much anything on the list. 
But in the end it was the duck that I went 


with. The Gressingham duck leg confit was 
moist, the waffle was sweet and a surpris¬ 
ing delight. Together with the sweet potato 
and honey roasted pineapple it made for a 
sugary dish, but I thought it was divine.My 
friend’s fillet steak was a hunk of juicy meat 
and was a real quality cut which was cooked 
perfectly medium rare. 

We were getting too full for dessert, but 
I’d already decided what I was having. The 
warm tarte aux pommes was exactly as I’d 
hoped it would be. Thinly sliced apples on 
wafer thin pastry and with the creamiest 
vanilla ice cream. My friend wolfed down 
his salted caramel chocolate pot - gooey 
chocolate, with the caramel subtly offset¬ 
ting the taste of the chocolate. Our meal 
and drinks came to just over £80, which is 
not cheap, but for three excellent courses, 
a couple of glasses of wine and a cider, was 
worth every penny.

E rudite. Intellectual.The thinking 
woman’s crumpet. A stripe- 
shirted guru who interviews the 
artistic heavyweights. 

Melvyn Bragg has been called 
everything in his time. But it’s for 
something far more basic that he is 
likely to be remembered, long after the 
big names of literature have been 
ticked off his South Bank Show guest 
list. It’s sex. Steamy sex. Raunchy sex. 
Read-behind-the-bike shed sex. All 
contained in the well-thumbed pages 
of his highly acclaimed novels which 
have been known to bring readers as 
well as the literary world out in a 
sweat. Remember A Time To Dance, 
which was serialised on television in 
1992? Bragg could barely move for 
the letters which poured into his office 
from people who could identify with 
the steamy shenanigans going on 
between a middle-aged bank 
manager and his young lover. And 
what about Crystal Rooms? It made A 
Time To Dance seem like Mary 
Poppins. 

But Bragg, now 75, defends those 
‘meaty bits’ by saying: “I write about 
sex because it’s there to be written 


about.” Adding with relish: “In other 
people’s books it’s often salacious or 
crude. In mine it involves mystery, awe 
and certain unidentifiable feelings...” 
But there’s more, much more, to 
Melvyn Bragg’s immeasurable talents 
than a handful of steamy sex scenes. 

Three films, a couple of musicals, a 
best-selling biography of Richard 
Burton, several more novels, shows 
on both radio and TV... need he go 
on? 

But Melvyn isn’t one to brag (sorry). 
He doesn’t need to. The results of his 
prolific workload are there for 
everyone to see, enjoy, and comment 
on. Yes, even snigger behind the bike 
sheds. And by all accounts there’s 
plenty more on the way. “If you ask 
me what I want to be doing in five 
years’ time I would say pretty much 
what I’m doing now,” he remarks. 

The idea of still being at work at the 
age of 80 would send shivers down 
the spine of most people, but you can 
imagine Bragg still throwing himself 
into new projects left, right and centre. 
How does he manage to juggle so 
many strands seemingly so 
seamlessly? 


“I compartmentalise, and I don’t 
have any hobbies,” he reveals. “I 
was married at 21, and when I 
started work I had to find the 
time to write. I had to get up at 
five in the morning and work at 
weekend, and I just got into the habit 
of running that and my day job 
together. 

“Luckily I had a job that I enjoyed, 
and that gives you energy.” 

Bragg is clearly doing something 
right because he’s about to celebrate 
50 years as one of Britain’s foremost 
champions of the arts. 

This documentary takes him back to 
his working class roots in Wigton in 
Cumbria, and examines how his 
background has had an influence on 
his career. 

There’s also a chance to find out 
more about his university years, rise 
to fame and status as a member of 
the House of Lords. 

Plus, an eclectic group of famous 
faces offer their opinions on Bragg 
and his work, including Judi Dench, 
Tony Blair, Grayson Perry, Chris 
Evans, John Birt and Will Self.

And, in a bid to make fault diagnosis eas¬ 
ier, OnStar can provide subscribers with a 
monthly vehicle diagnostics email. 

A check can be requested at any time 
at the push of a button, providing peace of 
mind before setting off on a longer journey, 
for example.

Golf GTE, 
a practical 
approach 
to motoring 

By Ian Donaldson 


There was no escaping the gleam in the eyes 
of the people I met while trying to plug the 
test Golf into a public charging point to add 
more free miles to the journey. 

None of the drivers was in a Golf GTE - it’s too new 
to see many on the road - but they were all solid con¬ 
verts of life with a battery doing the work. It’s saving 
them a small fortune, they reckoned. 

Two were driving Nissan Leafs, an all-electric car that sim¬ 
ply stops when the juice runs out (after 90 miles when I tried 
one), but their owners simply planned recharge stops, or 
contemplated hiring a conventional car for the occasional 
long drive. 

The Golf GTE won’t go anywhere near that far on electric¬ 
ity alone, with an optimistic 31 miles quoted by its maker. 
The best I managed, with air con off and never exceeding 
50mph, was 24 miles. 

All of them delightfully smooth and quiet, it must be said, 
as the electric motor pulled this spacious and quite weighty 
machine away from a standstill with the insistent strength of 
gravity turned on its side. 

And when the electric power is spent, the petrol engine 
switches itself on and you proceed with a little more noise 
from up front but with a range only limited by finding a filling 
station. 


Pence 

Topping up the battery from a three pin domestic plug 
takes under four hours and costs pence. 

It was faster (and free) from the charge points I found in 
a couple of town centres, but be warned, the big white rap¬ 
id charging boxes at motorway services won’t work on the 
GTE. 

Anyway, after precisely 601 miles on test the dashboard 
monitor showed an overall fuel consumption of 69.2mpg. 
That included several battery top ups but one long journey 
on mostly petrol power alone (with no charger at the over¬ 
night halt). 

So even with a short all-electric range, the GTE was a 
thrifty machine. 

Push the GTE button by the gear selector and it’s a quick 
one too; combining both power sources to turn the car into 
a properly swift hatchback. 

Recharge 

Stiffer springs than a conventional Golf and bigger alloy 
wheels firm up the ride and provide something like a sporty 
feel on corners, while a thick rimmed steering wheel and 
subtly tartan trim play on the junior GTI theme inside. 

Volkswagen builds an all-electric e-Golf (£26,325 after 
grant) and it will take the car quite briskly more than 100 
miles before you’re stuck needing a recharge. 

For rather less (£24,965) you could go for the all-petrol 
Golf 1.4 TSI with automatic gearbox, more than enough per¬ 
formance and a likely mid-40s to the gallon. 

Sorry for all the figures, but there are more. Run a Golf 
GTE as your company car and both your pocket and the 
firm’s bottom line will be considerably boosted by the tax 
incentives the government uses to tempt more of us down 
the greener road. 

No London congestion charge, either. 

A further incentive to look hard at a GTE, despite the high 
purchase price, is a list of standard kit that runs from a fine 
sat nav system, six-speed auto gearbox and adaptive cruise 
control to a DAB radio, automatic air conditioning and park¬ 
ing sensors front and rear. 

The boot is smaller than you’ll find in a conventional Golf 
(the big battery means the petrol tank has to be moved rear¬ 
ward) but it’s still a decent size. There’s also a space-saver 
spare wheel instead of the dreaded can of gloop, so you 
won’t be stuck with a puncture when a rock takes out a side- 
wall. 

If that sounds like a properly practical approach to motor¬ 
ing, the GTE might be precisely the same.

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Svelte and 
sexy beast 
gets a few 
tiny tweaks

It’s one of the best-looking cars money can 
buy, and now you can have it with a manual 
gearbox. Jaguar’s F-Type is the best sports 
car to come from the British brand in dec¬ 
ades, but that hasn’t prevented them from 
trying to make it better. 

For the 2016 model year, there are some visual and 
mechanical tweaks but most significantly it is availa¬ 
ble with a manual gearbox for the first time. 

Elsewhere, all F-Type models now have an electro-hy¬ 
draulic power steering system like that of the XE saloon, 
and four-wheel-drive is now available on S and R versions 
of the F-Type, although the six-speed manual is two-wheel- 
drive only. 

A beautiful car to look at, and unusually more so in Coupe 
than in Roadster form, the F-Type needed next to no chang¬ 
es in order to make it look good. So unless you choose the 
4WD version which gets a re-profiled bonnet, you’re getting 
the same svelte and modern shape. 

It’s very colour-sensitive, especially with the new options 
packs and several alloy wheel designs, but you’d have to 
work hard to produce an unsightly F-Type. 

Those looks are a big part of the F-Type’s racy image, as 
well as the fact that they aren’t too commonplace on the 
roads. 

The F-Type remains a strict two-seater and with much of 
the front end occupied by a selection of sizeable engines, 
so the space available is relatively modest. The centre con¬ 
sole has been re-jigged to give more room for your left arm 
to change gear on the manual model which is a help, and 
although it’s snug inside, even taller drivers can get com¬ 
fortable. 

Better still, the Coupe has a decent boot with 315 litres 
available. 

Even the most sensitive of palms will struggle to feel the 
change to an electric power steering system; it’s still su¬ 
per-sharp and responsive and maintains the F-Type’s lively 
character. 


Elements 

The manual gearbox is definitely the choice for the enthu¬ 
siast, as it shifts quickly and with great ease while the pedal 
positioning is good for those who like to heel-and-toe. 

But it is the blend of these elements that makes the F-Type 
so much fun. 

Sure, the monstrously powerful R model is a complete 
hoot, but the S is plenty fast; there’s 375bhp on offer, enough 
to blast to 62mph in 5.5 seconds and all accompanied by an 
outrageous rasp from the exhaust that hardly seems legal. 

It’s difficult to drive without a large grin appearing on your 
face. 

There’s plenty of competition for the F-Type even at 
around £60,000 for a version like this, but you get lots of kit 
for the money. 

Even the standard V6 model gets 18-inch alloy wheels 
and part-leather cabin, while this S model adds important 
stuff like the adaptive suspension, limited slip differential 
and the all-important active sports exhaust. 

There’s plenty of scope for going crazy with the options 
list but the S version has a lot of the crucial kit for a reason¬ 
able premium over the standard car. 

The refreshing thing about the F-Type is that although it’s 
a sports car, it’s not an overtly masculine one. Jodie Kidd 
drives one, and just like the E-Type that went before it, the 
F-Type has a visual appeal that will attract young, old, male 
and female. 

Of course there’s a financial investment required, but bar¬ 
ring that hurdle, it’s a sports car with a very broad appeal. 

This car summed up in a single word: Sexy. 

If this car was a school teacher it would command instant 
respect without having to shout about it.

MK Dons, where Grigg scored 20 goals 
in a successful loan spell last season, are 
also believed to be after the striker’s sig¬ 
nature.
